CURE FOR PARESIs. 

The American Medical association, “it ses- 
sion at Dallas, Tex., has placed its stamp of 
approval upon a new treatment for paresis. It 
is none other than inoculation of paretics with 
the humble malaria germ. Dr. J. R. Driver, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, reported that in 79 cases 
treated at Side and City Hospital] in 
Cleveland, all showed beneficial results. Of 65 
cases in which results were obtained, a sub- 
stantial number became apparently normal and 
returned to work, although they were virtually 
helpless before the treatment. Numerous pa- 
tients who had been given up as hopeless were 
entirely cured. Dr. William H. Goeckerman, 
of Rochester, Minn., has experimented with 
100 cases over a period of two years, and a 
majority of the patients had been returned to 
their usual occupations.

A bill has been introduced in the House to 
divert all the internal revenue receipts from 
the Philippines back to the islands for the pro- 
! motion of health, sanitation, education and 
genetal welfare. 

In the fiscal year 1924 these internal revenue 
collections amounted to $759,956; in 1925 they 
amounted to $818,746. Most of these collec- 
tions were taxes on tobacco. 

Since the Philippines are possessions of the 
United States, and internal revenue taxes are 
levied under the laws of Congress, it is diffi- 
cult to see how that portion of the internal 
revenue receipts could properly be returned to 
the islands. Why not return to the States the 
internal revenue taxes received by the gov- 
| ernment? 
| For purposes of internal revenue taxation, 
the Philippine islands are a part of the United 
' States. Since the United States pays out a 

large sum of money annually to keep the in- 
sular government going, is it. not fair that the 
| islands should turn into the Treasury the in- 
‘ternal revenue tax collections to help balance 
'what the United States spends? 

The bill would alter radically the American 
| policy toward the Philippines. It is unwise.

London, April 22 (By A. P.).—

This association at its annual

Carolina had defaulted in the pay- 
ment of moneys lent by British 
subjeets for industrial purposes and 
national development. It seeks to 
have the British foreign secretary 
ask the American Ambassador to 
call the attention of the American 
government to the matter for the 
purpose of obtaining a hearing be- 
fore the Supreme Court. This 
money was loaned prior to the end 
of the civil war and amounts to ap- 
proximately $75,000,000 


Fight Begun 50 Years Ago. 


The foreign office tonight had not 
received the resolution, which wag 
one of a score adopted on al] man- 
ner of industrial, financial and eco- 
nomic questions, and it was there- 
fore impossible for any one to say 
whether the resolution will be for- 
warded to Ambassador Houghton 
for the State Department; that will 
depend on whether the moment was 
considered opportune. 

The action of the chambers car- 
ries on a fight which a corporation, 
composed of the foreign bond- 
holders started 60 years ago and 
which has been revived annually in 
the report of that organization and 
by parliamentary questions, diplo- 
matic representations and letters to 
the newspapers. 

The bondholders’ corporation 
maintains a permanent organiza- 
tion to look after the interests of 
British investors abroad and keep 
an accurate record of the defaults 
of all countries. The money owed 
by the Southern States is only one 
of its worries, but with patience 
and tenacity the organizations keep 
hammering away, year after year, 
and says it intends to keep up the 
fight until there is some sort of 
settlement with the American de- 
faulters.

Americans Also Lost. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


The question of Confederate 
State debts to British bondholders 
has bobbed up periodically ever 
since the close of.the Civil war, but 
officials here have never considered 
the government of the United 
States had any thing to do about 
the matter. 

Generally, the debts resulted 
from purchase abroad of State 
bonds. Thousands of Americans 
also purchased these bonds and 
have never collected. 

The position of the government 
has been that the bonds were is- 
sued on the sole responsibility of 
the States. There has never been 
any accurate record here as to the 
amount involved and there has nev- 
er been any disposition to thrust 
the Federal government into the 
situation. 

It has been pointed out that the 
buyers might have collected in 
Confederate currency at one time 
but the value of this ceased alto- 
gether with the end of the war.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

| TYPHOID CARRIERS. 
GREAT many people have 
A heard of Typhoid Mary. This 
lady is generally thought of 
as a cook in New York city, who 
seemed to bring bad luck to every 
family she worked in. She might 
have gone on spreading typhoid had 
she not emulated the parrot and 
talked too much. When the time 
had come for fate to strike, Mary 
Was cooking in a certain New York 
city family in which a case of ty- 
phoid developed. The health de- 
partment inspector came snooping 
around. Mary craved a chance to 
tell him. her tale of woe. God -was 
unjust. Wherever she went some- 
body got typhoid fever and she had 
to do more work than she bargained 
for. 
* But this ‘inspector was an alert- 
minded fellow. When he got 
through he had proved that Mary 
was a chronic typhoid carrier. Never 
again. would the health department 
permit unkind fate to impose on 
Mary. Never again was typhoid to 
come into the home where Mary 
* cooked, for the very good reason 
that Mary was never to cook again. 
Mary had jumped from the frying 
pan into the fire. 

But this classical cook from the 
American metropolis of wealth and 
power is not allowed to occupy her 
bed alone. Roll over, Mary, and let 
Washington Polly have some cover! 
Washington Polly is not a high 
born Manhattanite. She is a coun- 
try cousin from Wilkes county, 
Ga. She had cooked in many homes 
in Washington and typhoid had de- 
yeloped in twelve or fourteen fam- 
“lies where she had served. Of these, 
some three or four had died. Fin- 
ally, Franklin Heard became ill. An 


(investigation was 


started. This 
showed that Washington Polly was 
a typhoid carrier. She had carried 
typhoid into the homes where she 
had cooked. 

The State and local boards of 
health have decreed that Polly can- 
not cook any more. ° Nor can she 
engage in any work which — will 
cause her to handle food. Perhaps 
they will specify just what kind of 
work she can do. They may find it 
necessary to give her a job in some 
State institution where the authori- 
ties can make certain she keeps out 
of the kitchen and pantry. That is 
a method of meeting the question 
which has been found to work very 
well. 

It is possible Washington Polly 
may have her gall bladder removed. 
If so, it might cure her of her 
power to spread typhoid and make 
it possible for her to again become 
a cook.

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| Cut in Rediscount Rate 
Surprises Wall Street 


By 8S. 8S. FONTAINE. 

New York, April 22.—Wall street 
got the surprise of its life today 
when, shortly after 4 o'clock, the 
announcement came over the ticker 
that the New Yor Federal Reserve 
Bank had reduced its rediscount 


rate from 4 per cent to 3% per cent. 
It was accepted as a signal that the 
bull market had reached its peak 
and that liquidation was necessary 
to clear the atmosphere. Stocks, 
however, did not reach their peak, 
as it turned out, till February 12, 
but since then the street has wit- 
nessed one of the sharpest but 
shortest bear markets in its history. 
How complete the liquidation has 
been is shown by the fact that bank 
loans are down nearly $600,000,000 
from the peak.

There are those who had expected 
that the rate reduction would not 
come until next summer and based 
their belief on the fact that since 
1922 changes have come only at 
intervals of not less than seven 
months. The action of the directors 
in reducing the discount rate at 
this time is accepted as indicating 
their confidence in the easier ten- 
dencies of money in the immediate 
future. In speculative circles it is 
accepted as an indication that an- 
other upswing in stocks is at hand. 
It is construed by economists as in- 
dicating that the heavy decline in 
stocks was not an index to a major 
decline in business. On this subject 
the Harvard economic service says:

Proceeds of the sale of that 
stock, which amounted to $31,250,- 
000, were used to pay off the com- 
pany’s entire indebtedness to the 
New Jersey Co. As a holder of 
Humble stock the latter company 
subscribed to its share, which, in 
effect, amounted to it taking stock 
for its debt.

| Coonskin coats, of the type 
|} worn by college boys and young 
'men about town, are out of place 
| on boys whose fathers are possess- 
‘ed of only moderate means, ac- 
|cording to the plea filed yesterday 
in circuit court by Dr. Warren W. 
Foster, of the Bureau of Pensions, 
in answer to a lawsuit filed against 
him by John Wanamaker, Phila- 
delphia, Inc., to recover $4,708 on 
account. 

These coats cost $550 each and 
one was sold to Allen F. Foster, 
minor son of Dr. Foster and the 
other was sold to Warren C. Fos- 
ter, adult son of Dr. Foster. Both 
of the sons were in business in 
Philadelphia under the name of 
“The Silhouette.’’ 

The father admits that he was 
surety for merchandise bought by 
the sons up to a certain amount 
but in his plea he draws the line 
at coonskin coats and says they 
were unnecessary and that the store 
should have known that his fi- 
nancial condition did not permit the 
purchases. 

In his plea Dr. Foster says that 
the contract manager of the Wana- 
maker store agreed to pay for 
Allen’s coat in case the boy him- 
self failed to pay for it. This coat 
was purchased without the consent 
of the father, it is stated. The coat 
purchased by Warren, the plea 
states, was purchased by a responsi- 
ble adult resident of Philadelphia— 
meaning Warren himself—it is 
stated. 

Dr. Foster also says that the 
Wanamaker establishment failed to 
credit him with a $1,000 payment 
on account and in some instances, 
overcharged for the merchandise 
bought by the sons. Attorneys Sle- 
man and Heller appeared for Dr.

yesterday preparatory to going be- 
fore the commissioners again today 
to discuss the many recent traffic 
arrests and the multiplicity of traf- 
fic regulations. No announcement 
was made of the result, if any, of 
their conference. 

It is said that Maj. Hesse laid 
stress on his plan to place respon- 
sibility for traffic conditions on the 
commanding officers of police pre- 
cincts, giving them a large measure 
of discretion in determining when to 
arrest offenders. If this policy 
were adopted it would mean a re- 
turn to the condition before Direc- 
tor Eldridge complained of nonen- 
forcement by the police, which was 
followed by wholesale arrests. 

Maj. Hesse has said that he 
favors prevention as well as en- 
forcement, in police policy and that 
if a policeman sees a man draw- 
ing up in his auto, too near a fire 
plug, he obtains a better effect if 
he sends him away with a warning 
than if he arrests him. 


TELEGRAPH COMPANY 
IS PLANNING CONDUIT 


Permit Is Asked to Install 
Pneumatic Tubes in Down- 
town Streets. 


The District board of commis- 
sioners today will pass upon a re- 
quest of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. to install a conduit con- 
taining pneumatic tubes between its 
main office at 708 Fourteenth street 
northwest and its branch office at 
1104 Connecticut avenue northwest. 

It is proposed to lay the tubes 
under the streets between the two 
6ffices. The project has been ap- 
proved by the sewer and electric de- 
partments of the District govern- 
ment and it is expected that the 
commissioners will approve it, 

Representatives of the telegraph 
concern say they have the tubes for 
quick transmission of messages in 
other large cities and that it speeds 
up the service. It takes an average 
of a minute per message to tele- 
graph them from the branch to the 
main office and vice versa, whereas, 
by the tube, at busy times, it is said
